Johnson and tue two Murray brothers, the 
layers of young Fitzwilllams, were ;brought 
infrom Clayton at an early hour this morn- 
ing by Sheriff Garrett of the county to escape 
amobwhich had been organized to lynch 
Johnson, who had been arrested for 
attempting to criminally assault Mrs. G. W. 
Higgins, an aged white lady. and 
Mrs. Anderson Davis. an aged col- 
ored woman, at Baldwin, Johnson was 
brought to Clayton last night by Constable 
Schumacher. Before Schumacher left Bald- 
win an attempt had been made by an un- 
organised mob to get possession of Johnson 
and it was only through quick work that 
Schumacher managed to escape with his 
prisoner in a wagon. 

The mob defeated in its purpose then 
organized to attack the Clayton Jalil, and the 
Degiorapist and the murderers of young 
Fitewillliams were brought to st. Louis by 
Sheriff Garrett. 

The trio had a wild ride of it, being hustied 
out of jail in a balf-dressed condition, with- 
out shoes or hats, and being taken down to 
DeHodiamont and then brought into the city 
on a Suburban car. 

JOHNSON’S TERROR, 

The negro Johnson hadn't recovered from 
his fright this morning when brought up- 
stairs into the office of Chief of Detectives. 
The office at the time was filled 
with detectives, newspaper reporters 
and police officials, and as 
Johnson was brought up from the holdover 
he was shown the jail yard by the detective 
who escorted him up stairs.

Mm was the Constable admitted 
that it was another Buckner case; that the 
boy had insulted and attempted to assault 
two white women, and that ff he had en 
brought him to Olayton quickly he woul 
have been lynched, Then iynching rumors 
began to about. The morning story to 
the effect that the Murrays were to be strung 
up was reviyed. The news spread about the 
town like wildfire. Everybody got up. 
Horsemen seemedtoride in town on every 
road and men in buggies came from all sides. 
Two men who came from Kirkwood said they 
beard there was going to bea lynching. 
Olem Creveling, who lives down on the Bon 
homme road, and a Mr. Bush came out 
hunting for the place where the Murrays 
would be strung up. Newspaper men filtted 
about here and there looking forthe neus. 
A man came to say thatthe people of Man- 
chester, Ballwin and Valley Park were up 
in arms and were forming to march to 
Clayton. Another message was received to 
the effect that they had thered 500 strong 
on the Manchester road, near Joe Diehm’s 
lace, and would be along in a minute. 
y this time the people were thor- 
oughly aroused and excitement had reached 
an intense pitch. Sheriff! Garrett had 
been hastily summoned from bed by one of 
his deputies. Throwing on a light spring 
overcoat, and stuffing a big pistol into his 
right hand pocket, he rushed out into the 
cold and across the street to Mike Fortin’s 
saloon where a crowd had gathered. 
The Sheriff, though a brave officer, 
is of rather nervous temperament and the 
terrible strain of the situation made him 
rather excitable. To jump from a warm bed 
out into the cold and be confronted with the 
prospect of being forced to defend a number 
of desperate criminais againstan infuriated 
mob is enough to excite anyone, 
But the Sherif!’ was thoroughly aroused. 
Let them come, said he, shivering with 
the cold, We el ready for them. Then 
he sent one man for his revolver and an- 
other for his double-barrelea shotgun, or- 
dered another deputy to go back and guard 
the jaildoor until fgrtherorders, Meanwhile 
the excitemeht increased, men on foot and on 
horseback chased up and down the street in 
and out ot Fortin’s and Autenreith’s and it 
became the general belief that the mob was 
on its way and would reach Clayton pretty 
soon. Sherif?’ Garrett’s friends took him in 
tow and said, For God's sake Charlie’’ 
take those fellows into St. Louls if you want 
to save bloodshed. After considering the 
matter foran instant he decided to doso, 
and asking Fritz Auteurieth to hurriedly 
hitch up a rig,he and Deputy Sheriff Hencken 
went over to the jail. They rushed 
through the doors and Hencken ex- 
claimed at the top or his voice: 
Murrays and that little nigger that 
Schumacher brought in, get out of here 
quick if you want to save your necks.’ Ed 
Murray and the little negro, Horace John- 
son, were a little quickerthan big Jim Mur- 
ray, for when the Deputy Sheriff grabbed the 
two and handcuffed them together, Mur- 
ray had not yet got his trous- 
ers on. Can't help that,’’ said 
officer. ‘‘comeon’’ andthe two big, 
derous colored men and the little Manches- 
ter colored boy were hustled down the 
steps, across the spacious lawn in front of 
the Court-house and over to Autenreith’s, 
where the rig was waiting. 

The picture of those three barefooted, 
coatiess negroes, one of them without 
trouserg with terror stamped on all their 
faces, running across the grassin the bright 
moonlight,hand-cuffed tovether and guarded 
by two officers made a picture never to be 
forgotten by those whosaw it. Sheriff Gar- 
rett and Fritz Autenreith quickly jumped 
into the front seat of the rig and 
the three colored men were put in the back 
seat, und away they went ata furious pace 
north on the Northand South road. They 
turned into the Bonhomme road, which they 
took east to Rosedale Station on the 
Wabash, where they turned north on 
the Olive Street road to De Hodia- 
mont. On the way the Murrays were 
very quiet. They only said they were not 
afraid, as they had not committed any crime. 
But their teeth chattered just the same. 
Deputies Hencken and Gerhart followed ina 
buggy to assist the Sheriff if he had any 
trouble. The prisoners were safely landed 
in the St. Louis Jali about 12:30 o’clock. The 
mob which was expected at Wiayton did not 
materialize. 
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VIGILANTE COMMITTEE. 


Meeting to Organize One in St. Louis 
County Called. 


Prompted by the apparent inability of the 
St. Louis County officials to cope with the 
recent epidemic of crime in the county 
limitsand roused to decisive action by the 
recent exciting occurrences in their midst, 
the residents in the county have come to the 
conclusion that the safety of the community 
renders necessary immediate and most 
summary measures for the suppression of the 
criminal element. The emergency which 
has arisenis regarded es a desperate one 
and a desperate remedy is to be provided, 
This is nothing more or less than the pro- 
posed formation of a vigilante committee, 
who will assume the powers and functions if 
necessary of similar committees long ago 
rendered fameus in the history of early Call- 


fernia and other crime-ridden territories. 

The idea of the formation of such a body in 
the State and withina few miles of this city 
is a artling one and, still, the most con- 
servative and substantial residents are at 
the head of the movement. The long list of 
murders, highway robberies, burglaries and 
criminal assaults are saéd to justify the for- 
mation of such a body. The wheels of 
justice move too slowly and slip too many 
cogs, as lar as the administration of county 
affairs are concerned, to suit the require- 
ments of residents and to serve as an ex- 
ample and check upon law breakers. 
Mob law is too uncertain and er- 
ratic in its results. Hence it has 
been decided to form a committee who will 
dispense a summary and quick if rude jus- 
tice to offenders of the worst class. The or- 
ganization will go to work at once to purify 
the 8 by clearing out the worst ele 
ment. 

A meeting of the foremost men of the 
county bas en called at Normandy for 
o’clock to-morrow evening. It is believed 
that the response will be general and in view 
of the present feeling the formation of 
a Vigllante Committee is assured, The 
men who nched the negro Buckner, and 
who were hot in the chase after Horace 
Johnson, will be present and are unani. 
mously in favor of organization for mutual 
protection. They are known to be amon 
the county’s best residents. L. C. Nelson o 
the St. Louls National Bank is a leading 
spirit in the movement ana will probably be 
elected head of the organization. 

Fred Zelbig, the well-known real estate 
man, who resides at Normandy,is in favor of 
the formation of the committee. He was

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WILLIAMS’ STORIES VARY. 


nected With the County Murders. 


The belief that Charles Williams, the negro 
now in the penitentiary and sent up from 
Montgomery County, had something to do 
with not only the Fitzwilliam murder, but 
with the McOColloch murder, is gaining 
ground. Williams tells a Gifferent story 
every time he is questioned about his where- 
abouts on the night of May 20. And every 
story told so far has been proven to be false. 
He at frst claimed to have worked for 
Porter Leonard all summer before and after 
the McCloloch murder. This was proved to 
be untrue and he then claimed to have run 
as a rouster on the steamer Benton at the 
time ofthe Killing. To-day a PosTt-D1sPatTcu 
reporter succeeded in getting the master of 
the steamer. Benton, Mr. K. F. Ern, to ex- 
amine the portage books of the boat at that 
time, The name of Charles Williams ap- 
pears on them, showing that he made one 
trip after the McColloch murder, leaving 
St. Louls on the 34 of June and 
getting back on the sth. On 
the same trip appears the name 
of Will Mutray brought to jail here from 
Clayton last night, being held for the murder 
of Fitzwilliams. Murray shipped the trip be- 
fore, ive days after the murder of Banker 
McColloch, and after the trip with Willjams 
both laid off. 

The pistol, which has always been a mys- 
tery in the Fitzgwilliams murder, should be 
located in a few sare. Charles Kirby, 
the negro who 8 now in the 
penitentiary in Jefferson City in 
an interview with a Post- DISPATCH 
correspondent to-day states that shortly 
after the Fitzwilliam murder Harry Shelden, 
a negro, had a revolver which was stolen by 
another negroand which he was afraid to 
pawn himself but gave to a negro named 

Frog Eye’’ to pawn. The pistol, which 1s 
supposed to be the Fitzwilliam revolver, was 
pawned by Frog Eye.“ he claimed, and 


short time after, he stated. He 
was released from that institution 
Jan. 8, and is at present in the city or on one 
of the boats being a river ‘‘hobo,’’ Ifthe 
olice locate him, and he is well known to 
hem, they should be able to find the Fitz- 
william revolver and perhaps the negro who 
fired the shot, which ended young Fitz- 
william ’s life.

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’ AFAINST PENDING BILLS. 


| They Have a Plan for the Building of a 


Subway to Be controlled by the City— 
Resolutions Passed Against the School 
Board on Their Public Library Stand. 


The large attendance of the members of 
the Single Tax League at room 603 Fagin 
Building last night was due to the deep in- 
terest feltin the fight foracity subway. In 
the absence of President A. Moll, Vice- 
President Heigold presided. J. T. White 
of Springfield, Mo., a single taxer 
of some prominence and a iawyer 
of ability, was present. On 
account of his presence the work of the 
league for State application of the single tax 
was taken up and Mr. White was asked if,’ 
after the State Constitution was amended so 
as to allow the adoption of the single tax in 
Missouri, whether a change in the Federal 
Constitution would be necessary before the 
proposed campaign for a single tax in this 
State was begun. Mr. White said it would 
not. The campaign mapped out embraces 
the submission of two amendmentsto the 
State constitution. The first adopts the 
Single tax. The second allows local option 
towns and countries to ratse their own tax 
and their proportion of the State tax by a 
local option tax. 

OPPOSED TO SUBWAY FRANCHISES, 

Sheridan Webster of the Anti-Franchise 
Campaign Committee reported what had been 
found out about the electric subway bills 
before the Municipal Assembly. The ex- 
pression was general that the League was 
opposed to giving anybody a conduit fran- 
chise and was in favor oF any feasible scheme 
for putting the wires underground. W. 
B. Addington and Geo. C. Math 
were added to the committee which 
consisted originally of N. O. Nelson, Sheri- 
dan Webster and George Bullock. This com- 
mittee will map out plan of campaign for 
submission to-night tothe meeting at room 
501 Fagin Building of delegates from 
various labor organizations opposed 
to jug-handled franchises that never 
allow the city to play the part of the jug. 
The committee will investigate the legal, the 
technical and the fipancial aspects of the 
question. e 

CAN GET AT THE BELL COMPANY. 

Mr. Webster said this morning that the 
demonstrated opinion of one lawyer who says 
the city has the power to force even the State 
chartered Bell Telephone Oo. wires under 
ground was better than the undemonstrated 
opinion ofa million lawyers that it had not. 
One lawyer has shown the committee how 
the city may get at the Bell company ata 
vital polnt. The assertion that wires carry- 
ing currents of various tension can not be 
vested was also disproved Dy one man 
Showing a di-metallle wire which, cov- 
ered with lead, neutralized varying po- 
tentials and was in itself a perfect metallic 
circuit. The telephone patents were also 
avoidable by actual demonstration. 

Now comes the financial plan. W. B. Ad- 
dington suggests that the condultor subway 
be bult on somewhat the same plan that we 
bullt tue Exposition. He says let citizens 
subscribe so much money to ro- 
turned in telephone rentals, the charge 
for telephones to be not over $50 a year 
add to this the Gehnhner idea, says Mr. 
Webster. Let the wire companies sub- 
scribe, they too to be recouped by cancelled 
bills for rentals. The league and the com- 
mittee feel now that all the problems of 
consequences will de solved to the 
satisfaction of the public, as they 
are already solved to the satisfaction 
of the committee itself, and no private 
subway franchise will get through the As- 
sembly except by the use of a corruption 
fundand railroading. If there 1s free dis- 
cussion the committee feels safe. 

FREE LIBRARY RESOLUTION, 

The league last night took . up the free 
library matter and adopted this ringing 
resolution: 

Whereas, the people have voted to make the Pub- 
lie Library free, ane 

Whereas. The School Board has demanded from 
the Free Library Beard an annuai rental of $10,000 
before turning the library over im accord with the 
expressed wishes of the voters of St, Louls, and 

Whereas, Such a demand appears absurd on its 
face, and 

Whereas, The only meaning possible to draw from 
it is a desire on the part of the School Board to pre- 
vent the transfer of the library at all, thus defeating 
the will of the people; therefore be It 

Resolved, that we denounce this aetion of the 
School Board as part of a plot to rob the people of 
the vast benefits of a free public library, and 

Resolved, that we demand that the School Beard 
turn ever the beoks of the Public School Library and 


furnish such aecommodatien to the Library Board as 
shail enable it to pursue its work; not to hinder it. 

No word has reached Secretary W. H. 
Osmer of the Council yet as to the paternity 
of the St. Louis Subway Co. and its bill has 
not yet been printed.

Johannes Brahms’ Music Given a First 
Production in St. Louis—Liszt’s Pupil. 


The first symphony concert of the present 
season, given at Music Hall last night, at 
tracted an encouragingly large audience, 
The feature of the concert was the 
first production of a Brahms sym- 
phony in St. Louts. The Director showed 


excellent judgment in selecting the second 
symphony for introducing the efforts of 
Johannes Brahms ia a fiela that the musical 
world declared exhausted when Beethoven 
completed his labors. The symphony is not 
difficult. The tendency of the master to poly- 
phonic devices is agreeably repressed. The 
result is music that is picturesque, Dut not 
light. The music is romantic rather than 
classical. The orchestra gave a Very ade- 
quate interpretation to the composition, 
the work being especially fine in the delicate 
and delightful caprices for violins and reeds 
flung at full speed through the scherzo.“ 

Mr. Arthur Freidheim, the soloist, a pupil 
of Liss, gave splendid interpretation to the 
Concerto in E major. Mr. Freidheim seemed 
admirably at ease in the work. He played 
with great force and clearness and 
exhibited a virtuosity quite up to 
the demands of the composition. The 
„Mephisto Waltz No. 11“ and ‘‘Eriking’’ were 
enthusiastically received, but did not leave 
so favorable an impression as the earlier 
performance, which was a really great piece 
of work. 

A noticeable feature of the performance 
was the fullness of base in the or- 
chestra produced by the peers 
0 a second basoon whic now 
adds perfect completeness to the organiza- 
tion. Handel's *‘Largo’’ was very satisfac- 
torlly produced. Written originally for voice 
and arranged afterward by Helmsberger for 
violins and . violas in unlon with 
harp or plano and organ it was 
out of the range of orchestral 
production. Mr. Otten supplemented the 
organ part, whichwas written for a three- 
manual instrument by an arrangement for 
five cellos and double basses. The effect 
produced was very satisfactory though the 
volume of sound may have appeared inad- 
equate tosome who have been spoiled by 
hearing the composition biared out by brass 


bands.

We shall 
hold a directors’ meeting, and when the 
bondholders arrive shall show them our 
financial condition and the detalls of our 
plans. They must take them or submit others. 
The semi annual interest on their bonds is due 
Feb. 1. We haven't any money with which 
to pay it. 

MAY CLOSE IT OUT. 

In case the bondholders refuse to waive 
the five years’ interest will a receiver be ap- 
pointed?“

An Inadequate Penalty fora Crime With 
out Farallel. 


CANDA, N. D., Jan. 19.--At sunrise this 
morning the crowds that began to gather 
last night to witness the hanging of Bom- 
berger, the sextuple murderer, was massed 
onthe hills around the inclosure in which 
the execution wastotake place. This is lo- 
cated in a valley, one mile south of town and 
a good view can be bad from the surrounding 


hills, where over 2,000 people stood all morn- 
in awaiting the end of the murderer of his 
relatives. 

Bomberger spent the night playing seven- 
up with his guardsand atea hearty break- 
fast this morning. He was a trie excited, but 
otherwise showed no feeling whatever. Yes- 
terday he talked witha clergyman, but re- 
fused to see him agaln this morning. He re- 
mained at the jail until 12:30 o’clock, when 
the Sheriff started with him for the place of 
execution, accompauled by deputies and wit- 
nesses. The scaffold was built in an inclo- 
sure, but faced so that as the murderer stood 
for his last view of earth before his execution 
his eyes rested on the place wiere he mur- 
dered his uncle, his aunt and four little cous- 
ins in order to accomplish his terrible de- 
signs on another cousin, the young girl who 
had repulsed his advances. 

Bomberger was hanged at 1:36 p. m. 

Bomberger calmly bade his friends gooda- 
by, ascended the scaffold at 1830 and was 
bound, He again refused to hear the clergy- 
man and said: 

**I have but a few words to say. Iam sorry 
for my crime and hope no one will follow in 
my footsteps.’’ 

The drop fell, and his crime against the law 
had been punished. 

Six persons inashort space of time were 
brutaily murdered by Bomberger. He was 
22 years of age and a native of Pennsylvania. 
Ever since he was 10 years of ate he has been 
leading a vagabond life, principally in the 
Northwest and along the Canadian frontier. 
About five years ago he went to 
Dakota, and in November, 1892, hired out 
to Daniel S. Krider, w ho had been 
Slightly acquainted ‘with Bomberger's 
parents back in Pennsylvania. Bomberger 
became infatuated with Krider’s 16-year-old 
daughter Annie, and on the 5th of July, the 
evening before the slaughter, had im por- 
tuned ber to marry him. sue stoutly re- 
fused, when he attempted a crimiffal assault 
but failed in his purpose. Fearing that the 
girl would inform her parents, the fiend 
arose eariy the next morning intent upon 
murderidg the entire family. 


BEGAN THE SLAUGHTER. 

He went into the house, and taking down 
the old shotgun, took it into the dining-room 
and finding it in proper condition he stepped 
inte the bed-room, and leveling it at the 
sleeping father, pulledthe trigger and the 


dead man’s brains were scattered over tke 
pillow and bed. Mrs. Krider jumped up, but 
being feeble could not defend herself, and 
the mad devil sent the second load through 
her heart and she fell to the floor. This 
had aroused the children up-stairs, and in a 
few moments they started to come down, but 
Lomberger met them at the door and told 
them to go back. They did so and the fiend 
followed them... He commanded Annie to go 
into his room, and in her terrible fright she 
obeyed, He then Shot Merby, the II- year- 
old dau if pe then rushing at Mary, the 9- 
year-ol he snatched his Knife from his 
pocket aud cut her throat from ear to ear, 
her death blood forming in a pool at 
his feet. In a few moments he 
reloaded his gun, and little David, a 
7-year-old, who did not fully realize the 
awfuliness of the crime being committed, 
but who was crying bitterly, was literally 
torn to pleces from a shot Irom the gun. 
This did not seemtosatisfy him and the 
little boy’s throat was alsocut. bernice,aged 
18, had Jumped from the window and had hid 
in the barn. As soon as he foand that she was 
missing he commenced hunting and soon 
found her, and despite her piteous appeals 
for mercy he dragged her intothe house and 
made her view her slaughtered parents, sis- 
tersand brother,and then shot her down 
like a dog. 

The villain thought he would attempt to 
cover up the crime for a time and carried all 
the children who were killed in the stairway 
into his room. Annie all this time had re- 
mained in his room frightened into almost 
insensibility. He then forced her to submit 
to him and to go through her dead father’s 
pockets and get what money he had,together 
with his watch. She was next compelled 
to get his breakfast. moving about over the 
remains of her dead parents. This finished 
he took Annie to the barn and tied her hands 
behind her. Annie was expecting to be shot 
any moment, but she begged piteously to 
spare her life, promising hita that she would 
even help him to escape and then marry 
him. The villain then told her that he loved 
her so much that he could not ki her and 
then rode away. 

SPREAD THE ALARM, 

Two little children had been spared,anda 
few minutes after the brute had left they 
went to the barn, and with their assistance 
Annie managed to get loose. She mounted a 
horse and riding wildly was soon in Cando, 
where she gave the alarm. In less 
than fifteen minutes bundreds or 
people were scouring the country. 
The villain was aware of his danger 
and he rode comer for the Canadian line. 
Two days later he was arrested at Deloraine, 
Manitoba, and with grens difficulty and con- 
Siderable strategy he was taken to Grand 
Forks, N. the —— outgeneraling the 
lynchers, who had gath ed at several points, 
determined to get hoid Of him and string him 
up or burn him atthe stake. He was run about 
the State for several weeks until the feeling 
somewhat died out and finally incarcerated 
in the Grand Forks Jall. At bis trial on Nov. 
8, he pleaded guilty to eight indictments, 
setting up no defense, and without much 
sorrow the venerable Judge pronounced the 
death sentence.

**I desire to say further that I do not de- 
Neve he (Mr. Johnson) pays higher wages 
than his neighbors. I have this on the 
authority of the President of the Cambria 
Iron Works. When all else is gone one 
arrow is left in the quiver of the free 
trade demagogue abuse of Mr. Carnegie 
(Republican applause.] Johnson and Car- 
negie stand in the same category, they are 
both robber barons, both having grown 
rich, but there the similarity ceases. In 
the midst of the prevailing distress, Car- 
negie, true philanthropist, is giving $5,000 a 


day for the relief of the poor in Pittsburg 
while the phlanthropist from Cleveland 
takes advantage of the winter’s blast 
to dicker about the wages of his 
employes. [Applause.] Mr. Johnson has 
waxed fat on the watered stock of his street 
railroads; his income from that source is 
$1,000a day; his bank account is swelled by 
the manufacture of rails under the protec- 
tion of patents—all this I can suppose to be 
— 4 outside of this chamber without criti- 
cism 

But so long as I havea voice here, he 
concluded, ‘‘no one shall be allowed to 
masquerade as a philanthropist and with 
shameless and unblushing effrontry propose 
to strike down a rival interest.’ 

The Republicans applauded Mr. Dalzell to 
the echo when hesat down,and then the 
members flocked over to the Democratic side 
to listen to Mr. Johnson reply to the bitter 
personal assault of his antagonist. 

The question before the committee is 
whether steel rails shall go on the free list, 
began Mr. Johnson calmly. ‘*I have listened 
to the fearful tirade —— myself and my 
partner, but even confessing that all he says 
is true, that offers no reason why 
rails shguld not go on the free list. [Ap- 
plause.] The personal side of this contro- 
versy was not brougodt into this house by me. 
Inotified Dalzell three days ago that Iin- 
tended to do what have done, so that he 
might * to defend the steel rail pool. 
Instead of arming himself with arguments 
he has brought pins here to stick 
into me. [Laughter]. With reference to the 
personal charges he has made, I desire to 
address myself briefly. The first is that lam 
a monopolist. 1 plead guilty. [Laughter]. 
The next is that I am manufacturing a class 
of rails protected by 120 patents, and will not 
be affected by free rails We have only twenty 
or thirty patents on rails; we tried to perpet- 
uate the monopoly and control the market, 
but the courts decided against us. That 
threw us open to homefcompetition. My 
amendment proposesto put girder rails on 
the free list so that we will open to the 
world’s competition.’’ [Applause. } 

Mr. Johnson wenton to explain that the 
alternative was to reduce wages or close the 
mills entirely, as was done at Sparrow's 
Point, Md. Asto the grave charge that in 
changing the record he had practiced a de- 
ceit upon the House, he explained that 
when he made his Sspsrech he was 
totally unprepared to answer the question 
Mr. Dalzell propounded to him. When he 
went home and consalted his records he 
found he was slightly in error and he had 
made the change to which Mr. Dalzell had 
alluded. But the first thing he had 
done the next day was to in- 
form Mr. Dalzell of that fact. 
(Prolonged Democrati¢ applause.} Was it 
fair, he inquired, for the gentieman from 
Penhsylv ania not to mention the fact when 
he charged him with deceit? [Renewed ap- 
plause, | 

The gentleman had been so hard pressed, 
continued Mr. Johnson, thathe had lugged 
in his wicked partner, Arthur J. Moxham., 
Mr. Moxham, although not a naturalized 
citizen, said he, when the flood at Johnstown 
left 12,000 people in the water and 3,000 
drownbeu, was chosen dictator, He fed the 
living and buried the dead. [Applause. 
It was also true that he ha 
purchased an engine in England because he 
could not get iti|here untilafter five monhts the 
English manufacturer agreed to deliver it. 
In those five months he had paid out $176,000 
in Wages. [Applause.] The purchase of 
that engine ‘had benefited American labor, 
The other personalities had been 
brought into this controversy by the eloquent 
advocate ofthe steelerail trust tocloud the 
argument. In all seriousness he declared 
that this steel rail pool was only typical of 
other protected trusts, the existence of 
some of which Was perhaps not so easy 
to prove asthis. In concluding he appealed 
to all Democrats to destroy these vampires 
that were sucking the life blood out of the 
people. 

Mr. Bland (Dem.) of Missouri declared that 
free rails would enable many roads to repair 
thelr roads and take many out of the hands 
of the receivers.

With this good pur- 
pose in view the people are subscribing 
liberally in advance of the Council’s per- 
mission, knowing that the lake can 
be made in this way now without taking a 
dollar out of the City Treasury, and for less 
money than it would cost if paid for by 
the city government at the usual wages 
and with the usual contractors’ ring man- 
ipulations and ‘‘rake-offs.’’ 

There is no doubt that the private sub- 
scription in addition to the Lindell Rail- 
way’s $20,000 will be sufficient to finish 
the lake.

If there were no objections to the St. 
Louis subway bill except that its bene- 
ficiaries are unknown, that would be suffi- 
cient to condemn it. Men who start out 
with masks on to get something are 
men tobe avoided. Their intentions are 
not good. They cannot be trusted. 

But even if the men behind the bill were 
known and were thoroughly reliable it 
would be unwise to pass it or any other 
bill of its kind. The city cannot afford to 
give away a subway franchise to an indi- 
vidual or a corporation. The right to use 
underground street space in this way is too 
valuable, If one company is favored with 
such a franchise justice demands that all 
have the same privilege. This is impossi- 
ble and therefore the company first gaining 
the privilege will have supreme control 
over competitors and citizens. With all 
the safeguards that could be devised there 
would be danger of monopolyin such a 
franchise. 

The only wise, practical method is to 
have one system of subways controlled by 
the city. The city should either own it or 
have the privilege of owning it in time. 
This averts all danger of monopoly in wire 
conduit and reserves the future profits on 
the rental of underground street space for 
the city. It protects the rights and sub- 
serves the interests of citizens. A way can 
undoubtedly be found to accomplish this 
end, and until it is found every subway 
measure should be rejected. 
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THE INCOME TAX. 
The‘income tax bill which is now ready 
isathorough and far reaching measure 
upon which, it isevident, much care and 
study have been bestowed. 

Ample provision is made for the collec- 
tion of the tax and there does not seem to 
be any way to evade it save by flat per- 
jury to which few will be willing to re- 
sort. A penalty of 50 percent is assessed 
upon all who refuse to make returns ac- 
cording to law, and for fraud, the guilty 
person must pay 100 per cent additional. 

But as individual incomes are now 
drawn largely from securities in corpora- 
tions chartered by the States, there will be 
comparatively few opportunities to escape, 
even should there be a disposition to 
‘*‘swear olf.“ Corporations derive 
their existence from the State. 
They are endowed with valuable 
privileges not enjoyed by’ individuals 
engaged in business in their individual 
capacities. Their books are open at all 
times to the inspection of public officers, 
and it is therefore easy to ascertain their 
profits. The bill provides that all divi- 
dends on stocks and interest on bonds 
shall be subject to deduction of 
the tax before payment is made to 
the holder, Ingenuity will exhaust it- 
self in vain to find a way to evade 
the tax in such cases and, as business is 
at present congucted, many large incomes 
come in the Torm of dividends on these 

te securities, the amount of

FOR THE PUBLIC WELFARE. 

One of the invariable accompaniments 
ot a stress of hard times is an increase of 
crime. When thousands of persons are 
thrown out of employment and are unable 
to earn their bread the struggle for exist- 
ence becomes a desperate one. Tempta- 
tionsto fall into evil’ ways are greatly 
strengthened. Vice andcrime thrive on 
idleness, hunger and cold. 

Hosts of unfortunates deprived of work 


pass through bitter suffering with sublime 


fortitude. No privation can drive them 
from the path of rectitude—the more 
honor to them forit. But some are weak, 
and are subjected to more suffering and 
temptation than they can bear. Men 
who are hungry, and who see their help- 
less wives and children suffer, are natu- 
rally in an ugly frame of mind. They may, 
at any time, be driven.to desperation, 

Widespread distress through inabil- 
ity to get work offers an oppor- 
tunity to lawless agitators to appeal 
to the passions of men. It is an excuse for 
violent outbreaks and crimes on the part 
of the vicious elements of society. The 
thug, the thief andthe social disturber 
find fancied justification for disorder and 
crime in conditions of distress. 

The movement, therefore, to provide 
work for the unemployed is not only urged 
by humane sentiment and the highest 
philanthropic wisdom, but 
strongest consideration of 
welfare. The safety of the 
safety of property and the preservation 
of law and order are promoted by it, To 
give men willing to work an opportunity 
toearn an honest livelihood is to save 
them from the extraordinary temptations 
of idleness and deprivation. It removes at 
once the temptation to law-breaking on 
the part of good men and the excuse for it 
on the part of the vicious. 

The best method that men of wealth and 
influence, business and professional men, 
and all citizens with moral and material 
interests at stake in the community can 
adopt to protect public safety and order is 
to help to provide the unemployed with 
work.

A Wise Amendment. 
From the Indianapolis News. 

The Wilson bili as originally reported pro- 
vided for a duty of 10 per cent upon cables 
and cordage, while underthe McKinley law 
the duty upon these articles 18 from 17 to 31 
percent. On Monday last Mr. Wilson offered 
an amendment ‘‘to eliminate cables and 
cordage from the operations of the 10 per 
cent duty.“ and the amendment was agreed 
to. We hope this action will be indorsed by 
the Senate. Only this morning the Republl- 
can organ printed an article from the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatcu showing the enor- 
mous profits made by the Cordage Trust. 
It appears from this article that the Trust 
is to be reorganized, and the capital 
is to be increased from $25,000,000 to 
$34,000,000. Its assets are worth from 312, 
000,000 to $17,000,000, represented by secur!- 
ties valued by the trust at $34,000,000. Of 
this latter sum at least $9,000,000 is water. 
And on this inflated capitalization it is ex- 
pected to realize a 6 percent dividend, which, 
as the St. Louis paper shows, is equivalent to 
pretty nearly 18 per cent on the actual in- 
vestment; this means that the monopoly 
privileges of the concern are worth about 12 
per cent. 

It seems to us that an industry which has 
turned itself into a monopoly and which is 
paying dividends of 18 per cent on its actual 
capital does not need the fostering care ofa 
paternal government.

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"ANOTHER FARMER SUICIDES THROUGH 
GRIEF OVER A KIDNAPPING. * 


A Band of Masked Men Pillage Ei Bosque 

The Notorious Rodber Chief Martin 

Found ftrangled to Death—Mystery 

Surrounding His Taking O- Supposed 

to Have Feen Effected by Hie Own 

Men—Government Preparing for Radi- 
cal Action, 


MADRID, Jan. 19..A band of men recently 
entered the village of Senten!, in the Cadiz 
District, and abducted a rich farmer, hom. 
they took to the mountains with the inten- 
tion of holding him a prisoner until a heavy 
ransom was paid. They were well armed 
and well mounted. They were hotly pur- 
sued to the hills by a detachment of mounted 
gendarmes, who, it is reported, have suc- 
ceeded in rescuing the farmer. 

Another farmer, whose father and wife 
were kidnapped and taken to the bills until a 
ransom could be obtained, was so overcome 
by grief that he committed suicide, 

The autborities of Cadiz declare themselves 
unable to cope with agrarian outrages unless 
work Is provided for the unemployed. 

A band of masked men invaded the village 
of El Bosque and pillaged it of all the money, 
eatables and drinkadles which it contained. 
The bandits, however, did not do any injury 
to the occupants of the inn and did not enter 
any of the other houses of the village. They 
intimidated the inhabitants in some in- 
stances in order to induce the latter to assist 
them toescape. 

The notorious bandit chief, Martin, long 
known as the terror of Granada and Almeria, 
has just been found strangled to death by his 
own sash, A Remington rifie, a revolver,a 
Gagger and belt of cartridges were found be- 
side the dead brigand. Considerable mys- 
stery surrounds his death, but the general 
opinion seems to be that the notorious out- 
law was killed by some members of his band, 
whom he had cheated out of the proceeds of 
one or more robberies. 

The Government authorities are taking 
steps tosuppress brigandagein the district 
of Cadiz and say that the cases referred to 
are isolated affairs of little importance and 
that they are simply the result of the large 
number of people out of employment. There 
is no doubt, however, that the preachings of 
the Anarchist fraternity have had considera- 
ble effect upon the agrarian population, and 
that there is little doubt thatthe recent out- 
rages may be traced to Anarchist agitation. 


Murdered a Comrade. 

VIENNA, Jan. 19.—The trial is proceeding 
at Belgrade, Servia, of several army officers, 
belonging to the best families of thé country, 
on the charge of murder. They are said to 
have murdered Lieut. Toditch, whose body 
was found in a road with the skull Dattered 
in, one eye and the nose missing and the 
ribs smashed, 

The Lieutenant had been successful in his 
ventures at the racesand had entertained his 
comrades at a supper intheevening. He 
had then started home alone on horseback. 

It is charged that the officers who are now 
on trialforthe murder followedand killed 
and robbed him. 


A Dynamite Outrage.
